ARGENTINA CLUB AGAINST AMERICANS. 



New York. Seiitenila-r 4. — A dispatch from Buenos 
.\yrcs. .Argentina, says that the exectitive committee 
of the .Argentina Jm-ke.v Club has resolved to ex- 
clude foreign-liorn liprses from races. This measure 
is directed princiiially against the American horses 
coming on the steamer A'elasiiiiez. 

The action is evidently taken on mere rumor, as 
among the DC horses shipped on the Velasuuez by 
J. B. Haggin and J. R. Keene .August 20 last, there 
are few- or no horses for racing punioses. 

The.v were for the most iiart stallions and brood- 
mares w-ith which to found a breeding farm in 
.'JiHith .America. "Matt” B.vrnes. the veteran trainer, 
was in charge of the consignment and it was ex- 
pi-cted tliat the trii> w-iaild last twenty-six day.s. 
'I'he exiM-n.si- of .-fliipidug the horses w-as SKX) each 
and $2.'io each pi-r man. 

The shitunent will reach Buenos .A.vres. if the trip 
is well made, as is likel.v at this time of the year, 
about next AA’ednesday or Thursday. 

('omiip-nting umm thi- cablegram from Bueno-, 
.A.vres. Sehuyler L. Parsinis said that he did not 
tliink the Buenos .Ayres authorities were discriminat- 
ing against I'nited Stati-s turfmen hut that, as ia 
the i-ase in France, many races in the .Argentine 
are limited to horses bred in that country. Friemls 
of Mes-u-s. Haggin ainl Keene said that neither 
owner was at all concerned b.v the news. Inasmuch

Big Meeting in Brooklyn Enthusiastic and Adopts 
Resolutions Defining Its Purposes, 



It siH-ms quite proliable tliat the Personal Lllierl.v 

I.eagtie is to pla.v a eoiisideralde iiart In the New 
York election, although it is quite mure probable 
that its iiifliis'nce would be felt more tellingl.v If 
this was an olT year, instead of a iiresidentlal elec- 
tion .rear. 

The first big meeting of the Persirnal Lilierty 
I>eagiie was lield in Prospect Hall. Bnsiklyn, Thurs- 
day night. It is u siiueious ball with u seating 
caiiaeily of .‘{..TtKl. Vet it was crowded to Its utmost 
and the strivts near liy were throiigtsi with imople 
struggling for admission. It was a striking indica- 
tion of till- vitalit.v of the movement. .V numlier 
of men of real wi>rtli and eminenoe delivered ad- 
divss*is. Perhaiis tlie most elTective was tiiat of 
.\mlrew McIa-aii, editor of tlie Brooklyn Citizen. 
Referring to tlie so-ealletl Teformers. he said: 

“If .volt snlmiit to the dictations of tliese peotile 
llie.v will not hesitate to extend tlie sphere of their 
action. If they ean say to you tliat yon may not 
enjoy an athletic exliibitiun. or a horse race, or 
this or tliat or the other spurt, it is hiit a question 
of time, and a short time, until tliey will say to 
you that if you lake a drink of liquor you have 
coinniitted a violation of the law. 

••(•nee llie.v reaeli tliat iioint it is an easy step 
to where tliey sliall tlictate to you still furtlier. 
Can any one reall.v set limits on their activities'/ 
Tliere was a time when the law pre.serilM*d Hie 
eloHiing and tlie ftsMl. the hours of rising and tlie 
lioiir of retiring of all the peoide. 

"If tlie government has the right to say to its 
citizens wliat pleasures Hie.v shall not eiijo.v. wli.v 
should it not also liave Hie right to jireserilte wliat 
forms of worship and enjoyimiit tliey shall partake 
of. 

“Tliis movement is an appeal to the American 
people. iHit as a partisan question, but us a demand 
for Hie rights of whicb certain citizens wlio would 
fasliioii nil Hie world alike, would deprive us. It 
is an apiH.ul to stand for lilierty whieb slumld be 
I’ke Hie aiiiMial in time of danger to stand b.v Hie 
Hag. II is an ai>tH‘al for the rights of Hie citizen. 
It is an awakening to the dangers wliieh threaten 
oiir liliertics from Hie cowardliness or the narrow- 
iiiindediiess of onr legislators.” 

.Mr. -McLean, ex-Senator Crosliy, of Missonri. and 
Hie otli(>r speakers were aiiplauded with all Hie 
favor tliat usuall.v attends the climax of a great 
political campaign and the following resolutions 
were adopted uiianimoiisl.v: 

“Whereas the tendency of our legislators is to- 
v.aril tile enactment of numerous laws, liorn of 
li.vstcrical sentiment, ninii.v of which are of an oti- 
inessive and restrictive nature, directly affecting 
the iiersonal liberties of tlie iieople. and. 

“Wheresis there is no demand on the part of a 
majority of Hte citizens of this state for enactments 
of this nature, known as sumptuary or ‘blue laws.' 
Tlicreftire. Ije it 

“Resolved, Tliat we. tlie niemliers of Hie Personal 
Lilierty la-ague, in mass meeting assemlded. this 
Hiird day of Septetiilier. 1098. denounce the attempt 
of Hic g'lvcrtimcni to make its oonseieiice Hie cm- 
seicnce of Hie whole iMMiple, and be it furUier 

“Resolved. Tliat tlie Personal Liliert.v League 
will siipiMirt for elective office, irresiiective of tlieir 
parly iKiIitics, onlv Huise candidates who declare in 
favor of lilieral laws and wlio will resist furtlier 
enact iiieiit of restrictive and oppressive measures 
alfectiiig tlie Iiersonal rights of the IK-Oide.”

T. Rich, a Brookl.vn man. who was a i>as- 
sciiger. .said tliat lie liad met si-veral .laiiiuiea rac- 
ing men during a sta.v on tlie islaml ami that tliey 
are doing everytliing possible to iironiote the nieiiig 
plan. 

“Americans arc well liked on tlie island.” he 
said. ”aml Hie work <if Hie .American hors<-s whicli 
liave lieen taken down to the island recently h.v H.

Indifferent in lliems<-1ves as to ii.i ir 
moral asin-cl. from iM-eoieing sinful li.v excess. 

"To this degree, and lliis alone, has the 'govcrii- 
mciii a right in anv ease 1.> interfere witli the im-i-- 
.sonal IHm-iI.v of the individual eitizen. Ry the eii- 
aenm-iit of laws proliHiitiiig iindi-r a peiialtv of 
imprisoiiment in a penitentiary for tlie iieriiNl of 
otic .year, acts which in tliemsclves violate no moral 
l.-iw larc not Maliiin in se). a eriine is niaiinfac- 
inrcd out of what is nor in i-imscieiice or iiinler Ihe 
Divitii- Law ai'coiinlcd sinful. 

"4'|p- i»ass;ige of -faliiti* laws iirobibiHiig lip* 
lipikiiig of ;i liet or the |iiirct;asc or takiliv of :i diink 
a crime piiiiisliable wilti a severity -;li,M-kiiig to liic 
ipor.-il .sense of a rational iiiri of frccnicii. is dc 
slniciivc of respect for law. destroying, as it dm-s. 

all iiropofliou belwceu the ollease uud its puuisU- 



nient. and bv Its disproportiiHi rendi>ring its en- 
fin'ceiiK-iit reiingnant to (sminuHi sense and limee a 
dead letter, adding to Ihe niimbi-r of iineiifoi-cc-d 
and nni-nforcilde statutes which tend to add to the 
growing i-ontempt for law and order. Think of 
pniiisliineiit idenUeal in charactiT. if not in degree, 
being iiK-ted out for violation of sumptuary laws 
nr to goiiHemeii making in oiieii da.vUglit a bet of 
tlieir own iiioin-y on the iirowess of rival racers in 
a I'oiiti-st viewed bv thoiisamls of tlieir admiring 
fellow eitizeiis, and that met**il out by the same jury 
lo I lie tlib-f. tile liiirglar or the wrecker of feinrne 
virtue. Act this is wluit the govermn' of the Em- 
pire State liHK siicivedi'd in tirliigiiig abiwit in tliat 
stale hy his iiisistmt demands uism the legislature 
of tliat state. 

"Is not the erime of placing such an eniictiin-nt 
on till- slatnie luniks out of all iiromirlion lo the ir- 
rcgiilaritii-s sought to he reiiressi-d ’/ .Alany of the 
siiiiiidnary laws, which are hi-iiig urged ilimn Icgis- 
latiircs all over these Ciilted Slates, arc liistinctl.v 
aiili-Christ in character. Thi-y discredit Ihe first 
miracle wrought by tin- Master when on earth. He 
eoiivcrted the wilier into the better wine at the 
miirriagi- In Cana of tlalilce. and distort tin- r<-Ia- 
lion fixed in Hol.v AA'rit In-tween Ihe exin-di(-nt and 
the inorall.v wrong, as shown in Ihe incident of 
Xoah's janilniiiree wh<-re Ham was given a punish- 
ment for iinfilial eoiidiiet in his failure to cover the 
nakedness of his father, whii-h even now makes 
it hazardous for his descendants to nniiear on th*- 
streets of Siiriiiglield. while the ‘liiiise’ of the old 
iiavigiitia- is passed over as an offeiis*- elainiing no 
comim-nt h.v the side of Ham's. 

"A'et, losing all sense of iirojiortion. Governor 
Hughes, some iiniiifornied ministers and |uiritanl‘-al 
bigots, allied with old women of holli s**.X(-s. are 
deteciniiied to destro.v hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars. bankriiiit thousands, and deprive hundreds of 
thoiisands of laborers of the means of subsistence, 
to In-nefit a few inKdnnmis and aid inditieal asidr- 
ants. or iinnisli oHiers for past disgrnntli-nicnts. 

"It can not be denied Hint irregiilarilies and 
wrongs liave In-eii iM-casioiially iiidiilg(‘d on the race 
Iraeks. but where is tin- meeliiig of large numbers 
of eilizi-iis of all walks of life wliere tlies«- are nii- 
kiiowii, or where general ginnl order is so niiieh the 
Mile and so rarely Ihe exij«*iition 'r Political, coinuier- 
ci.-il. and (-yen church gatlii-riiigs. are liiore dis- 
ordi-rl.v. and without th(- iHilice iiroti-etion and re- 
straint so constantl.v i>resent and so effi-etivi- as at 
Ihe metroiHilitiiii rai’C eonrs<-s. One camii meeting 
almost anywlicM- will show more fdtjeetionalile ehar- 
acli rs and fealnres than a season’s racing on Ihe 
nielro|M>litan tracks, and all the iiroldbition or Iim-.-iI 
otilion laws ever eiiaeted ean not kee|i the iMiIiee 
from finding a ’dhroii’ for the thirsty. 

"Regulation, not iiroliibitioii or ext ii'iialion. is the 
nei-deil renied.v for the ahu.ses incident to racing.

essential to the prodiietion of all ntilit.v hreeds, 1«-
